While Italy's efforts were not confined 
to the Austrian front, her contribution 
to allied success was greater here than 
ifa the other places where her troops 
tonght the battle for civilization. Her 


and Industrial efforts have 


equal to her military effort, and 


!te all these directions Italy has not 
, lagged behind her allies. Tbat the 
•aature and extent of these efforts may 
''fee better understood by the American 
•pnblic, I wish to review them briefly. 


In considering Italy's military con- 


tributions, let me emphasize tfie fact 
that her soldiers have not confined their 
fighting to their own wit Like those 
•f her allies, they have gone far afield. 
They contributed largely to the glorl- 
'ous victory on the Balkan front. A 
targe contingent in France first gave 
powerful aid In the defense of Rhelms, 
•then took pan hi the advance of the 
.allied forces. 


Italy Had 5,500,000 Under Arms. 
Since the beginning: of the war Italy 


• bas called to the colors little less than 
6.500.000 men and has suffered a loss 
»f almost 1.500.000 of them. Of that loss 
•earir 350,000 died In battle, and 100.- 
000 from disease. Over J&O.OOO are 
totally incapacitated, either by biind- 


^.ress, lofes of limb or tuberculosis. At 


the present moment the strength of 
the Italian *nny Is 4.025.000. includinc 
the class of men born In 1900. who 
fcave been called to the colors recent- 
, ly. It ma; be said, then, that the na-

But. serious as is this loss. Italy fet*

Have, inflicting terrible losses on the 
fse Mi each. These campaigns were 
carried on In mountainous regions and 
wider rigorous weather conditions that 
taxed to the utmost the Denies of the 
•Hilary engineers and the endurance 
of the troops. The foe, when hostili- 
ties opened, were entrenched in care- 
fully prepared snd seemingly imprejr- 
sjabJe po^iltons, backed by a network 
Of military roads and railroads. On 
the Italian side were deep gorges, nn- 
acxlnble cliffs, almost impassable gla- 
ciers, pnsses filled with snow and cotn- 
ssanded by Austrian guns. There were 
;»• suitable road* or bridge*. The sur- 


of these diOcsdtlss has chal- 


lenged the admiration of the engineer- 
Ing world. 


Over 2,500 miles of roads have been 


constructed on the mountains of Italy 
and of Albania, and 1,000 miles of 
aerial cable railroads (Teleferrche) 
have been built to carry food, ammu- 
nition and guns over deep ravines. 


Economic Difficulties. 


The magnitude of this military effort 


can be fully appreciated only when one 
takes Into consideration the economic 
structure of the nation and the nature 
and number of its population. One 
must remember that out of 36,000.000 
inhabitants in Italy at the beginning 
of the war only 17,000,000 were male. 
This seeming disproportion Is caused 
by emigration, which was largely com- 
posed of male adults. Out of those 
17,000.000 only 0.000.000 were adults 
economically productive. Consequent- 
ly the subtraction of the mobilized 
forces has had an acute reaction on 
liu- economic life of the nation. It is 
estimated that on an average only 100 
adults remained in each town or vil- 
lage to provide In each case for some 
320 children below the age of fifteen. 


Furthermore, the traditions of Ital- 


ian family life render the work of their 
women an economic factor of less im- 
portance than in some other countries, 
though It has been utilized to the ut- 
most and is becoming more available 
as old traditions give way to war's ne- 
cessity. 


No Troops From Colon lea. 


Italy cot no help from colonial con- 


tlngenta. On the contrary, the scarcity 
of native troops la Italy's colonies 
compelled the government to reinforce 
theai with troops from the mother 
country. Nor baa help come to Italy 
through the co-operation of workmen 
of neutral or allied countries. Italy. 
on the other hand, cent a large con- 
tingent of skilled workmen to France, 
thus allowing her to release rained 
elements for war. Furthermore, near- 
ly 000,000 of our male adults residing 
in America gave to this great nation 
direct contribution to her economic 
and military efforts. 


To meet their military obligations, 


therefore, the Italian people have been 
compelled to cat into the most urgent 
needs of agrlculJure and Industry. Her 
continuous lack of labor bas made the 
task of feeding the army and provid- 
ing It with munitions a most difficult 
one 


And yet Italy, lacking Istfw and In- 


dustrial development, lacking almm* 
entirely coal and raw materials, has 
by a miracle of energy been able to 
create almost from nothing n power- 
ful organization of war Industries. 


Difficult to Obtain Goods. 


The very act of festering the war cut 


off Italy from one of the sources of 
supply of manufactured products. 
It 


is not necessary here to enlarge upon j 
the well known fact that Italian mar- j 
kets were largely under the domination , 
of Germany and Austria. That is a | 
situation that is as well known to j 
Americans as it Is and was distasteful i 
to Italians. 
And It might be said in ' 


passing that it is a situation that must j 
be guarded against by allied co-opera-1 
tiou and sympathetic economic rela- j 
tionship when peace conies. 
| 


Mr. Francis H. Sisson. vice presi-1 


dent of the Guaranty Trust Company, ] 
in a recent article on the economic i 
situation of Italy points out that while | 
Germany before the war dominated j 
the foreign trade of Italy so far as ! 
manufactures were concerned, that' 
country was one of the hest customers, 
of the United States in raw materials | 
and foodstuffs. That writer also points ! 
out that it \vas the adjustment of her j 
industrial and commercial life to the j 
burdensome new conditions that has' 
created an entirely new economic fab-; 
ric in Italy.

"Italy's devotion of her resources to 


war purposes has been complete," says' 
Mr. Sisson. "Her prc-erainence In the j 
production of certain articles of com j 
rnerce marked her as the chief source; 
of supply for similar products of a' 
warlike nature. Her ordinary prodnc- ] 
tion of automobiles, aeroplanes, tur- j 
bines and heavy oil engines has mere-; 
ly been intensified and modified in thr 
direction of such a standardization • 
would permit quantity production.*1 


Financially Italy Responded WelL ' 
Financially Italy also has responded j 


to the demands of war with aa open- 
handedness that has surprised even her. 
sell from the first of August. 1014, to 
the end of 1917 the total expenditures 
of the sists were f8,SK,«00,OOOi Gal 
dilating on the basis of a monthly aver- j 
age expenditure for the war of |C4O,000.-j 
000, the total cost of the war to Italy

would be more thaa $12,000,000.000.

A further proof of the financial ef- 


fort Italy made for the war, notwith 
standing her small means, are the five 
national loans. The flrst one yielded 
abont $200,000,000, and it seemed a 
great struggle, yet still others were 
launched, all giving greater returns, 
and the last one, after the disaster 
of October. 1917. yielded about $1,- 
300,000,000.

Kentucky is one of the southern 


states -which has recently adopted a 
modern law for the registration of 
vital statistics. Put into force a little 
over a year ago, It has been on trial. 
As usual, it encountered opposition. 
Some people were unable to see why 
births and deaths should he recorded; 
others did not like to go to the trou- 
ble to make out an orderly record of 
these occurrences. 
Because physi- 


cians and medical organizations led 
the way in securing this needed legis- 
lation, it was, of course, regarded as 
something for the benefit of physi- 
cians rather than for the public good.

"What's in a name?" and the wisest 
of these inquirers bare recognized the 
importance of naming a thing prop 
erly, if it is to stand well in the pub- 
lic eye.

The leading edi- 
torial in an Issue of the Kentucky 
Medical Journal, under the heading 
"Name the Babies." discusses some of 
the difficulties encountered in putting 
the new law into effect In this con- 
nection, the editor philosophically re- 
fers to the state bureau of vital sta> 
tistlcs as "Kentucky's Big Flatly 
Bible." A happier name could mot 
well he devised.—Journal of the 
ican Medical Association.

The University of Paris on Satur- 


day conferred upon President Wilson 
the degree of Doctor of Honoris 
Causa in recognition of his- work as 
a jurist and historian. It was the 
first time in the history of the uni- 
versity that an honorary degree had 
been bestowed, authorization for its 
granting having been given by a re- 
cent decree. President Wilson in ac- 
cepting *aid: 


"1 feel very keenly the distinguish- 


ed honor which has been conferred 
upon me by the great University of 
Paris, and it is very delightful to me 
also to have the honor of being in- 
ducted into the great company of 
.scholars whose life and fame have 
made the history of the University of 
Paris a thing admirable among men 
of cultivation in all parts of the 
world. 


"By what you have said, Sir, of the 


theory of education which has been 
followed in France and which I have 
tried to promote in the United States, 
1 am. tempted to venture upon a fa- 
vorite theme. I have always thought 
that the chief object of education 
was to awaken the spirit, and that, 
inasmuch as a literature whenever it 
has touched its great and higher 
notes was an expression of the spirit 
of mankind, the best induction into 
education was to feel the pulses of 
humanity which had beaten from age 
to age, through the universities of 
men who had penetrated to the 
secrets of the human spirit. 


''And I agree with the intimation 


which has been conveyed to-day that 
the terrible war through which we 
have just passed has not been only 
a war between nations, but that it 
has been also a war between sys- 
tems of culture—the one system the 
aggressive 
system, 
using 
science 


without conscience, stripping learn- 
ing of its moral restraints and using 
every faculty of the human mind to 
do wrong to the whole race; the 
other system reminiscent of the high 
traditions of men. reminiscent of all 
these struggles,'-some of" them ob- 
scure, but others closely, revealed to 
history, of men of indomitable spirit 
everywhere struggling toward 
the 


right and seeking above all things 
else to be free. 
• 
= - 


"The triumph of freedom in this 


war me&ns that'that spirit shall now* 
dominate the world. There is a great 
wave of moral force moving through 
the world, and every man who op- 
poses himself to that wave will go 
down in disgrace. 


"The task of those who are gather- 
d here, or will presently be gathered 
here, to make the settlements of this 
peace, is greatly simplified by the 
fact that they are the masters of no 
one; they are the servants of man- 
kind. 
And if we do not heed the 


mandates of mankind we shall make 
ourselves the most- conspicuous and 
deserved failures in the history of 
the world. 


*'My conception of the League of 


Nations is just this—that it shall ope- 
rate as the organized moral force of 
men throughout the world, and that 
whenever or whenever wrong and 
aggression arc planned or contem- 
plated, this searching light of consci- 
ence will be turned upon them, and 
men everywhere will ask, 'What arc 
the purposes that you hold in your 
heart against the fortunes of the 
world?' 


"Just a little exposeure will settle 


most questions. If the Central Pow- 
ers had dared to discuss the purposes 
of this war for a single fortnight, it 
never would have happened; and if. 
as should be, they were forced to dis- 
cuss it, for a year, the war would have 
Seen inconceivable. 


"So I feel that this was. as has 


ijccn said more -than once to-day, in- 
timately related with the university 
spirit, the university spirit is intoler- 
ant of all the things that put the hu- 
man mind under restraint. It is in- 
tolerant of everything that seeks to 
retard the advancement of ideals, the 
acceptance of the truth, the purifica- 
tion of life: and every university man 
can ally himself with the forces of 
the present time with the feeling now 
at last the spirit of truth, the spirit 
to which universities have devoted 
themselves, has prevailed and, is tri- 
umphant. 


"If there is one ppinl of pride that 


[ ccnturc to entertain, it is that it has 
been my private privilege in some 
measure to interpret the university 
spirit in the public life of a great na- 
tion, and 1 feel that in honoring me 
to-day in this unusual and conspicu- 
ous manner vou. have first jit «H * 
orcd the people I Represent- 
spirit thai t..try, to express I know 
to be their" "spirit""and Sn"propbrt«oir" 
as 1 serve them I believe that 1 ad- 
vance-the cause of freedom."

Britain and America have entertain- 
ed the same conception of liberty and 
justice. 


"It i« essential to the future peace 


of the world that there should be the 
frankest possible co-operation and 
the most generous understanding be- 
tween the two English speaking de- 
mocracies."

Advice for Returning SaMier*. 


The American Red Cross has issu-

Petrifaction. 


Petrifaction, sometimes called fos- 


•llization, is a process of turning to 
Btone by chemical appropriation or ab- 
sorption of certain mineral elements 
chiefly silica, a flinty substance like 
pulverized quartz. Just how leaves, 
branches of trees, etc., absorb end ap- 
propriate silica to such an extent as 
to convert them into stone cannot be 
explained, but they do. Some springs 
and some streams contain so much 
silica that branches of trees and other 
vegetable matter lying for a length of 
time In the water become so impreg- 
nated with silica that they are con- 
verted into stone. The petrification 
of a human body, shut off from con- 
Jact with water or earth, would be 
more difficult to explain, and we doubt 
if there is an authenticated case of 
the kind. A great many vegetable 
toMlta or petrifactions 
have been 


found, but we think no animal petri- 
factions.
